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When  thes  •  figure.s  are  calculated  on  the  dry  ^oilwrmce  the  results  are  as  follow.^  • 
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If  the  analyses  of  the  four  varieties  of  prepared  oats  above  mentioned  arc  calculated 
on  their  dry  substance  the  reeulting  figures  may  be  corapan-d  with  those  obtained  from  the 
analyses  of  the  j)orridge  samples.  None  of  them  however  show  more  than  6  .»"  per  wnt. 
of  aqueous  extract  which  doen  not  amount  to  one-half  of  that  obtained  when  f)orridge  is 
prepared  in  the  old  fashioned  way.  It  is  worthy  of  i  .-mark  that  the  figures  hero  recorded 
show  that  cooking  oatmeal  without  salt  is  a  very  ineffective  way  of  "  predigeuting  "  the 
starch  which  it  contains.  Porridge  No.  II,  cooked  with  salt,  contains  twice  the  amount 
of  soluble  dextrines  produced  in  preparing  No.  I.  Another  fact  which  is  brought  out 
by  these  tests  is  that  the  fat  seems  to  disappear  during  the  cooking.  It  is  very  probable, 
however,  that  it  enters  into  some  sort  of  combination  with  the  proteida,  such  as  renders 
it  incapable  of   removal  by  the  usual  solvents.     Dr.  Chamberlain  of   Washington   has 


foutxl  tliat  thi'  fat  of  wlieattri  llour  in  the  piocess  of  baking  bread  also  enters  into  com- 
binalion  with  the  pmteids. 

For  by  fai  the  jireater  number  of  the  samples  .lescribed  in  the  tabulated  statement 
It  IS  claimed  that  they  are  made  from  wheat  and  judged  by  their  percentaj^es  of  ai^ueous 
extract,  most  of  them  have  experienced  such  amounts  of  preparation  as  to  make  them, 
in  ilifierent  decrees,  more  easily  dij,rested  than  wheaten  Hour.  Samples  of  the  latter 
frequently  show  as  much  as  4  pei  cent  -  f  aijueous  extract  after  alcohol,  but  it  would 
seem  unn  asonalile  to  l(«;k  upon  any  foods  from  wheat  as  specially  prepared  unless  yield- 
ing much  uioie  than  that  pereenta;,'e.  In  considering  the  (|uestion  as  to  what  degree  of 
"  c<.okin<,'  a  ■•  |.rcpaied  breakfast  food  '  should  have  undergone  it  is  scarcely  possible  to 
avoid  .nciuiring  as  to  what  amount  of  cliange  wheaten  flour  undergoes  in  baking  To 
ascertain  this  the  following  analysis  were  made  by  Mr.  Valin  (in  exactly  the  same  man- 
ner as  all  the  examinations  abo\e  described),  of  dried  breadcrumb  and  dried  bread 
crust  'I  he  toimer  (T)  in  drying  lost  ;il  9G  per  cent  of  its  weight  and  the  latter  (11)

aiiiiei.us  extract,  and  the  moisture  contained  in  breakfast  f<K.ds  to  Ik-  about  8  per  cent 
It  follows  that,  to  be  as  well  "  pr..|ared  "  as  bread,  the  fwds  ought  to  show  13  s  per 
cent  ot  aqueous  extract.  Thi.s,  as  shown  in  the  figures  given  above,  is  the  case  with 
only  about  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  brands  collected. 

For  a  good  many  ,.f  the  samples  described  it  is  claimed  that  an  aiidition  to  them 
ot  malt  extract  or  ot  sugars  has  been  made.  The  extent  of  this  addition  is  rou"hlv 
stiowi,  1,1  the  percentage  of  hoi  alcohol  extract.  Hut  in  the  preparations  from  wheat  "a 
certain  amount  ot  this  percentage  may  rejiresenlgliadin.  The  amount  of  this  and  other 
substances  usually  removed  from  wheaten  llour  bv  hot  alcohol  percolation  is  about  five 
per  cent  and  theretore  it  would  !«•  unsafe  to  regard  those  .samples  containing  less  than 
that  as  havniir  had  any  malt  or  saccharine  addition.  It  wa.^-  not  thought  necessary  to 
estimate  the  sugars  pr.sent  or  determine  those  produced  in  cooking  any  of  ih.-  .sam'r.lcs 
l.y  the  action  ot  the  mult  diastase  which  they  might  contain.  The  latter  operation 
seem.s  to  he  beyond  the  s.^ope  of  a  food  analysis,  and  l,esides,  while  "cooking  is  recora- 
menileil  tor  some  of  the  foods,  in  others  it  is  stated  to  b,.  unnecessary.  An  approximate 
estimation  of  the  residual  or  insoluble  starch  has  been  made  from  which  it  will  l,e  seen 
In^'.K  ,  "  l"-o<i..'eslion  •  claimed  for  many  of  the  foods  is  not  by  any  means  complete,

....aicineaiivertising.  But  the  essential  featur.>s  of  the  claims  made  ate  placed  ou 
record,  and  It  ,s  inipo,ssible  to  avoid  remarking  on  the  diflerent  degrees  of  subdivision 
ertected  i.i  their  treatment.  That  varies  from  "  rolling  "lo  "  llaking  'of  a  very  complete 
charact. nil  winch  the  grains  a. ..brought  into  the  condition  of  thin,  semit.anslucent 
laminae,  ft  is  quite  possible  that  this  thinning  out  incrta.ses  the  digestibility  but  it  is 
a  question  as  to  wh.ther  this  change  is  worth  the  extra  cost.     It  is  not  easy  to  get  at 


the  )irice  of  these  articles  per  jm)uik1  owing  to  the  indeKiiite  amj  varying  weights  con- 
tained iti  tlie  packages.  Uut  it  seems  to  amount  to  frmu  o  to  23  cents  per  \\>.  Since 
oiunealor  wheaten  tlour  is  retii  led  at  frojn  3  lo  4  cents,  it  becomes  a  question  as  to 
how  far  the  extra  price  is  justified. 

NVitii  reference  to  the  (]uestion  of  adulteration  it  does  not  appear  that  any  of  the 
samples  referred  to  in  this  report  can  be  challenged  with  effect  under  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act.  The  names  under  which  they  are  .sold  are  too  fanciful  and  indefinite 
and  do  not  admit  of  l)eing  compared  with  their  comp  >sition.  Even  in  the  case  of  those 
fiiods  which  claim  to  be  "malted,"  and  may  not  contain  diastase  it  is  doubtful  as  to 
whether  tliey  could  be  challenged  in  the  absence  of  a  standard,
